MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1961 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  G-entleman, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1961.  The  report  has  been 
compiled  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of 
Health. 

A review  of  the  statistics  for  the  year  reveal  a satisfactory 
state  of  health  in  the  District.  It  is,  of  course,  our  aim  at 
all  times  to  improve  on  this  happy  position.  Preventive  medicine 
should  never  remain  static;  there  is  always  the  need  to  progress. 
In  pursuit  of  this  there  comes  to  mind  the  fact  that  although  our 
water  supplies  have  been  rendered  safe  for  human  consumption, 
mainly  by  effective  filtration  and  chlorination,  the  opportunity 
now  presents  itself  of  furthering  the  use  of  water  in  preventive 
medicine.  I refer  to  the  fluoridation  of  our  water  supplies.  By 
this  I mean  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water  supplies  which  are 
deficient  in  it  naturally.  Where  this  is  done,  the  incidence  of 
dental  decay  in  young  children  should  be  reduced  by  about  half. 

Some  parts  of  the  country  have  been  blessed  by  nature  in  being  able 
to  drink  water  with  naturally  occurring  fluoride.  There  is  now  no 
reason  why  this  district  should  be  excluded  from  its  advantages. 

I have  said  that,  for  some  time,  our  water  supplies  have  been 
rendered  safe  to  drink.  There  is  now  no  reason  why  the  air  we 
breathe  should  not  be  rendered  at  least  safer.  This  is  constantly 
polluted  both  by  exhaust  fumes  from  road  traffic  and  smoking  chim- 
neys, mainly  domestic.  The  amount  of  atmospheric  pollution  by 
industry  in  general  grows  less,  mainly  because  of  co-operation  and 

sense  of  responsibility  pervading.  I think  that  by  now  the 
solution  of  this  problem  should  be  obvious . 
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The  vital  statistics  for  the  District  compare  favourably  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales*  The  population  has  risen  from  21,430 
to  21,680,  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  has  dropped  from 
7,359  to  6,972. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a further  increase*  The  Infant  Mortal- 
ity Rate  has  fallen  from  23.49  (i960)  to  22.11,  and  compares  with 
21.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

Again,  there  were  no  maternal  deaths.  All  concerned  are  to 
be  congratulated. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a slight  increase  from  12.54  in  the 
previous  year  to  13.34.  The  chief  cause  of  death  being  Cardio- 
vascular lesions  or  diseases,  Cancer  and  Bronchitis.  The  Morbidity 
Rate  for  Bronchitis  (although  not  available)  is  presumably  much 
higher,  entailing  much  ill  health  and  misery.  The  Mortality  Rate 
for  Bronchitis  for  this  country  has  been  quoted  as  being  thirty 
times  that  of  Denmark.  I have  no  hesitation  in  repeating  these 
figures  for  the  benefit  and  consideration  of  all.  This  has  been 
truly  called  the  Englishman’s  disease. 

There  was  a marked  reduction  in  the  notification  of  infectious 
diseases.  Measles  once  again  heads  the  list,  but  one  must  realise 
that  this  disease  is  most  prevalent  during  alternate  years.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  a satisfactory  vaccine  against  it  will  soon  be 
forthcoming.  In  1961  measles  accounted  for  152  deaths  in  England 
and  Wales . 

Tuberculosis  notifications  numbered  6.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  response  to  vaccination  (B.C.G-.)  against  this  disease  was 
only  51/2  of  school  children  to  whom  if  was  offered.  I feel  that 
school  teachers  are  in  a strong  position  to  help  in  this  regard 
and  indeed  in  the  response  i o all  immunisation  and  vaccination 
procedures . 

Eor  the  12th  year  in  succession  there  has  been  no  case  or 
death  of  Diphtheria,  thanks  no  doubt  to  the  satisfactory  level  of 
immunisation  and  vaccination  attained. 

The  house  building  programme  continued  during  the  year,  also 
the  reconstruction  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 

Details  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  many  activities  are 
to  be  found  in  the  Report. 
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Miss  E.  Bradley  retired  during  the  year  after  26  years  - 
initially  as  a Midwife,  and  latterly  as  a Health  Visitor  in  the 
district.  We  extend  to  her  our  good  wishes  in  her  retirement. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  ac .knowledge  the  co-operation  and 
efficiency  of  the  Health  Department  staff,  and  in  conclusion  I 
wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  and  encouragement 
which  you  have  yourselves  given.

I have  the  honour  to  present  this , my  twelfth  Annual 
Report,  showing  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district. 

WATER 

The  District  is  supplied  from  the  Council* s wells  situated 
near  Noman*s  Hollow.  This  supply  is  augmented  by  purchasing  a 
limited  amount  from  the  Sutton— in— As hfi eld  Urban  District  Council. 
During  the  year  231,919*000  gallons  were  supplied  from  our  own 
pumping^ station  and  22,231,900  gallons  were  purchased  from  Sutton- 
in -As  hfi  eld  Urban  District  Council «,  Other  sources  of  water 
supply  to  houses  in  the  District  are  as  follows  :~ 

1.  The  National  Coal  Board  supply  about  381  of  their 
own  houses  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the 
Kirkby  Colliery. 

2.  The  Meden  Valley  Water  Board  supply  24  cottages  in 
the  Pinxton  side  of  the  District  and  2 Filling 
Stations  and  1 Light  Engineering  Works* 

3*  Nottingham  Corporation  Y/ater  Department  supply 
42  houses  in  the  Selston  end  of  the  District. 

Apart  from  seven  isolated  cottages,  every  house  in  the 
District  has  a piped  supply. 

Repeated  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  were 
carried  out  on  the  Council1  s water  supply  and  the  results  showed 
that ^ the  water  was  satisfactory  both  in  its  chemical  and  bacterial 
quality.

There  are  26  meat  shops  in  the  district.  There  are  6 
licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  one  being  a large 
bacon  factory  and  the  remaining  5 are  attached  to  small 
butchers ! shops.  All  the  animals  killed  at  these  slaughter- 
houses are  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the 
Department,  often  outside  normal  working  hours. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  further  reduction  in  the 
number  of  cattle  found  to  be  affected  by  Tuberculosis,  the 
percentage  of  those  inspected  and  found  to  be  affected  with 
Tuberculosis  falling  from  14-94  in  1959  to  1.98  in  1961.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  premises,  it  became 
impossible  to  maintain  a weekly  collection  of  household  refuse. 

During  the  year  approximately  9? 720  tons  of  refuse  were 
collected  and  tipped.  (This  tonnage  figure  is  estimated  from 
periodic  test  weighings) . 

REFUSE  TIP 

An  International  BTD  6 Tractor  fitted  with  Drott  Skid  Shovel 
was  purchased  for  use  on  the  refuse  tip.  This  has  resulted  in 
the  tip  being  kept  in  a much  better  condition  and  free  from  major 
fires.  It  has  also  made  it  easier  for  the  refuse  collection 
vehicles  to  tip,  and  as  a result  will  reduce  the  wear  and  tear  of 
these  vehicles. 

It  was  hired  out  to  the  Surveyor’ s Department  and  proved  very 
useful  for  clearing  snow  from  the  streets.
